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Veteran Supportive Housing receives 
official start with groundbreaking

A groundbreaking ceremony for 
Veterans Supportive Housing unit 
took place on June 4 at the new site, 
the comer of Blackhawk Road and 
Sandpillow Road in Black River 
Falls. 

The $1.6 million, 10,000-square 
foot facility, which is proposed to 
be finished by November 1 , will 
provide 10 apartments for veterans. 
Each apartment will be 600 square 
feet. 

Neal Whitegull of Ho-Chunk 
Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Agency (HHCDA) led the cer- 
emony, telling how the new structure 
was planned and constructed through 
HHCDA and will be transferred over 
to the Ho-Chunk Nation. 

At the time of the ceremony, the 
concrete foundation had already 
been poured and sounds of the con- 
struction crews in the background 
provided a busy backdrop for the 
event. 

Ho-Chunk Nation President Jon 
Greendeer said that the “heavy lift- 
ing” had already been done by HH- 
CDA and that the effort to create the 
housing is a combination of different 
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departments, including Ho- 
Chunk Housing, HHCDA, 
Veterans Affairs and Social 
Services. 

He said a lot of people 
have made the housing 
structure become reality. 

“There isn’t one person 
responsible for this. It has 
been a cooperation among 
the Legislature, the hous- 
ing departments, Veterans 
Affairs and Social Services. 
Everyone has been patient in 
getting the policies togeth- 
er,” Greendeer said. “Ev- 
eryone here is representing 
the Nation. It is an effort of 
heart, hands and mind.” 

Randall Mann of HHC- 
DA, who is a Marines veter- 
an, told how the staff within 
the facility will help with 
issues such as mental health, 
financial literacy, substance 
abuse and homelessness, 
noting that there will be case 
managers available. 

Mann said that, nationally, 
Native American veterans 
are underrepresented as 
homeless and alcohol abuse 
is higher. 

“The housing needs are 
great,” he said. 

Mann also said the project 
is the first of its kind and a 
model for Indian Country. 
This is the first time a Na- 
tive American nation has 
constructed its own housing 
for veterans. Most other 
similar facilities have been 
constructed with help from 
state or federal agencies. 
This distinction makes it 
possible to be creative with 
the guidelines. 

The building, approxi- 
mately 64’ x 153’, will have 
in-floor heating, be handicap 
accessible, have a recreation 
room, classroom, and laun- 
dry room.

Representative Greg 
Blackdeer said that he grew 
up hearing the stories of the 
Ho-Chunk veterans and he 
wanted to thank all those 
people who served and for 
the sacrifices they made. The 
housing will help provide 
for their everyday needs. 

“It probably should have 
occurred many years ago 
for our veterans,” Blackdeer 
said. 

After the ceremony, Ho- 
Chunk Veterans Service Of- 
ficer Sandra Winneshiek said 
the project will be greatly 
appreciated. 

“Supportive housing is 
effective in stabilizing hous- 
ing for individuals who are 
homeless or at risk of home- 
lessness,” Winneshiek said. 
“The Veterans Supportive 
Housing program will have 
a positive impact, and will 
be very beneficial to our vet- 
erans. I’m very happy to see

that this program will soon 
be made available to our 
veterans.”

Paternity Establishment, Obligation, 
Genetic testing and Enrollment

Greetings! 

This article from the HCN 
Child Support Agency will 
discuss paternity establish- 
ment, obligation and genetic 
testing. The goal is to give 
you general knowledge about 
this topic for informational 
purposes. 

What is paternity ? Pater- 
nity is the legal establishment 
of fatherhood for a child. 
Simply put it creates a legal 
obligation to that child. 

How is paternity estab- 

lished ? Paternity may be 
established by voluntary ac- 
knowledgment or by a court. 

1. Voluntary Paternity 
acknowledgment involves 
the legal establishment of fa- 
therhood for a child through 
a voluntary acknowledgment 
signed by both parents. This 
is formally known as the Vol- 
untary Paternity Acknowl- 
edgment (VPA). The state 
of Wisconsin’s VPA form is 
blue, but the color/type of 
form can vary per state or 
tribe. Under federal regula- 
tions, the VPA is a legal doc- 
ument and legally establishes 
paternity. Thus, the signing of 
such form is the easiest man- 


ner to establish paternity. 

Once signed, if you change 
your mind about paternity, 
you can withdraw the VPA 
form within 60 days of it 
being filed or up to the day 
before a family court decision 
is made regarding the father 
and child, e.g., child support 
order- whichever occurs first. 
See Wis. Stat. § 69.15(3m). 
Any time after one of these 
two things occurs, you will 
have to motion the court to 
void the VPA due to fraud, 
duress, or a mistake of fact. 
The most important point to 
remember here is that once 
signed; it is a legal docu- 
ment. If you need information 
on this form you can contact 
the child support agency or 
a counselor, caseworker or 
an attorney. There is also a 
Paternity Acknowledgment 
answer line at 888-643-7284. 

The VPA form CANNOT 
BE USED if the child was 
conceived or born when the 
mother was married to a man 
who is not the biological 
father. A child, regardless 
of truth, is presumed to be 
the child of the man married 
to his/her mother. This is 
referred to as the marital 
presumption. Additional- 
ly, if the parents marry after 


the child is born, then an 
Acknowledgment of Marital 
Child can be filed, which le- 
gitimizes the child in the eyes 
of the law back to the date of 
birth. 

Under Wisconsin law, the 
unmarried mother has sole 
custody until a court orders 
otherwise. Thus, a VPA does 
not confer joint or sole legal 
custody to the father. It does 
give the father the right to 
ask the court for custody and 
physical placement though. 
Likewise, a VPA does not 
automatically trigger the cre- 
ation of a child support order. 
Child support payments and 
visitation are two separate 
issues. Failure to pay support 
does not provide the parent 
with placement or the right to 
withhold visitation from the 
other parent. 

2. Court Established. If 

the alleged father does not 
agree to sign a VPA or if the 
mother does not provide the 
father such right, then paterni- 
ty could be sought through the 
court process. This process 
typically involves genetic 
testing that would be paid for 
and performed by the HCN 
CSA. Specific to HCN cases 
is that “[c]ultural evidence 
and/or a reputation in the 


community as to paternity, 
including Traditional Court 
findings” may be considered 
in HCN cases. Child Support 
Enforcement Code, 4 HCC 
§ 7.19d(ii)(4). If at a point 
after the filing of the Petition, 
but before the issuance of an 
Order, the parties can agree to 
paternity, a stipulation could 
be entered to bypass the need 
for a hearing altogether. 

What is Genetic Testing ? 
Genetic testing will help de- 
termine if an alleged father 
is the biological father. The 
HCN CSA uses an accredit- 
ed paternity genetic testing 
lab that performs legally and 
medically acceptable tests. A 
buccal swabbing of the mouth 
will be done on the mother, 
father and baby/child. A buc- 
cal swab is just essentially a 
big Q-tip that is used to swab 
the inside of the cheek and 
pick up cells on the inside of 
the mouth. It does not hurt or 
cause harm. Genetic testing 
performed by our contracted 
provider will achieve a mini- 
mum probability of paternity 
of 99.9999% based upon a 
test of thirty-six (36) genet- 
ic markers- one of the best 
probabilities of genetic testing 
companies in all of North 
America. 


Is Genetic testing and 

Trihal enrollment the 

same? The HCN CSA can 
do genetic testing to establish 
paternity in cases where legal 
fatherhood has not been es- 
tablished. The establishment 
of paternity is a separate pro- 
cess from that of establishing 
enrollment. The HCN CSA 
will provide results to the 
HCN Enrollment Department 
pursuant to a signed releases 
of information, if requested 
by the swabbed parties. Ulti- 
mately, whether the HCN En- 
rollment department accepts 
our results in lieu of the test- 
ing they perform is at the sole 
discretion of the Enrollment 
office and this Agency cannot 
dictate the policy, procedures 
and laws by which the Office 
of Enrollment shall follow. 

In our next submission to 
the newsletter we will provide 
information on contacting our 
agency and its staff. We will 
also inform you on what ser- 
vices we will be able to offer 
first as we progress to becom- 
ing a full service agency, now 
that we are open to the public. 


GCA announces 2014 General Council 
meeting will be at Chula Vista Resort 


General Council Agency 
after an extensive search and 
cost comparison of three fa- 
cilities has chosen Chula Vista 
as the venue for this year’s 
General Council meeting. 
General Council asked its 
members to take the choice of 
the General Council Meeting 
Venue to Area Meetings and 
get a vote. General Council 
reviewed proposals from 
Ho-Chunk Nation Conven- 
tion Center, Chula Vista, and 
La Crosse Center. General 
Council Agency has always 
preferred to have the meeting 
at the Ho-Chunk facility, but 
the Areas voted for the Chula 
Vista site. The Areas voted 
8-4 in favor of Chula Vista as 
the meeting site. Additional 
support for the Chula Vista 
site was that the total cost of 
the event was significantly 
less than holding the event at 
Ho-Chunk Convention Cen- 
ter. The fees for the facility 
and the food at Ho-Chunk 
Nation Convention Center are 
$154,343.73, and the fees for 
the facility and food at Chula 
Vista are $84,966.00, which 
results in a saving to the Na- 
tion of $69,377.73. 

General Council Agency 
submitted a Request for Pro- 
posal to the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Convention Center. But the 
response submitted was two 
months late and more expen- 
sive. 

General Council has grown 
over the last several years 


and is quickly outgrowing the 
Ho-Chunk Nation Convention 
Center. As of right now, the 
Ho-Chunk Nation does not 
have a facility large enough 
to hold General Council, and 
no building plans are in devel- 
opment for a facility to house 


General Council. Holding 
General Council at Ho-Chunk 
Nation Convention creates 
challenges because the event 
is on two floors, the facility at 
Chula Vista allows the event 
to take place and a single 
floor, and has space to hold 


a convention for 5,000 people. 

On January 7,2014, Pres- 
ident John Greendeer called 
for the General Council to 
take place on September 
27, 2014. Currently General 
Council Agency is developing 
plans based on several year of 


prior experience hosting and 
organizing the General Coun- 
cil called for by the President. 
We hope to see you there 
and look forward to another 
successful General Council 
Meeting.

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Get Your Senior Farmers’ Market Checks!

The USDA provides low 
income seniors with farmers’ 
market checks to encourage 
them to shop local and eat 
more fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles. These Senior Farmers’ 
Market Checks are able to 
be used at certain farmers’ 
markets, road side stands, and 
community supported agricul- 
ture programs from June 1st 


through Oct 31st. With these 
checks you can purchase fresh 
fruits and vegetables, herbs, 
and honey. 

To qualify for the program, 
you must be over the age of 
60, or Native American and 
over the age of 55, and your 
annual income must be at or 
below $21 ,590 for an individ- 
ual, or $29,101 for a couple. 

This program is run by in- 
dividual counties in the state 


of Wisconsin. You’ll need 
contact your local county to 
find out where and when the 
checks will be distributed. 
These checks are given out 
on a first come, first served 
basis, so contact your county 
as soon as possible if you 
qualify, or to find out if you 
qualify. 

If you need help contacting 
your local county, feel free to

What to do with... Rows and Rows of Rhubarb

You may have, or know 
someone who has, an over- 
abundance of this vegetable. 
(Yes, you have been eating 
vegetables for dessert if you 
like rhubarb.) Rhubarb is a 
wonderful, bountiful plant, 
which grows well in northern 
climates (1). It is available 
starting in April or May and 
produces throughout the sum- 
mer (2). Its stems provide a 
good amount of potassium 
and fluid, and a small amount 
of vitamin C and fiber. Inter- 
estingly, although it contains 
much calcium it is not consid- 
ered a good source as the cal- 
cium in it is bound to oxalic 
acid; therefore it is not easily 
absorbed by the body (3). It 
is very important to avoid 
eating the leaves and roots, as 
these are poisonous. 

Because it is 95% water, 
it is low in calories. Its tart 
flavor provides a wonderful 
contrast to other fruits and can 


often be used as an afford- 
able alternative to tart citrus 
in cooking and baking. Be- 
cause of this acidity, it often 
requires the addition of sugar 
in many desserts. Below is 
a non-dessert option for this 
versatile vegetable.

Maple Roasted Rhubarb with Vension Chops 

1-2 lb venison chops (pork works well also) 

1 !4 lb rhubarb stalks 
Maple Sauce: 

3 tbsp butter (or canola oil) 

!4 cup maple syrup 

3 tbsp vinegar (preferably a fruit vinegar or other light vinegar) 

% tsp salt (optional) 

% tsp allspice 

1/8 tsp freshly ground black pepper 

1 . In a saucepan, combine the sauce ingredients. Stirring constantly, bring the 
sauce to a boil. Remove from heat. 

2. Lightly grease a 9x13 glass baking dish. Lightly drizzle the bottom of the baking 
dish with the sauce mixture. 

3. Cut the rhubarb diagonally, into 2 inch pieces, and tightly pack the pieces into the 
glass baking dish. 

4. Using a spoon, spoon 2/3rd of the sauce mixture over the rhubarb. (Save 1/3 of 
the sauce mixture for the venison chops.) 

5. Place the venison chops on a baking pan. Coat both sides with remaining 1/3 of 
the sauce mixture. 

6. Place the venison under the broiler. Broil for approximately 7 minutes on each 
side (until the internal temperature reaches 160 degrees Fahrenheit). 

7. While broiling the venison, place the baking dish of rhubarb on the oven rack be- 
low (it will cook quickly). After the venison is cooked, briefly broil the rhubarb until 
it is bubbling and has a light golden crust. 

8. Serve the rhubarb over the venison chops.

(One final note, when cooking with rhubarb, avoid using aluminum, iron, or copper pans, as its acidity can react with 
the metal and discolor the rhubarb and the pan (2).) 



Dessert for Breakfast 


Most parents stand their 
ground and say “no” to cake, 
cookies and candy for break- 
fast, and opt for children’s 
breakfast cereals that boast 
health claims, such as “a good 
source of vitamin D” or “con- 
tains whole grains.” Unfortu- 
nately, by doing this they may 
be saying “yes” to breakfast 
foods that contain the same 
amount of sugar as those des- 
sert items they banned from 
the breakfast table. A cereal 
can be a good source of whole 
grains (or 
other ben- 
eficial sub- 
stances), but 
still contain 
extremely 
high amounts 
of sugar. For 
example, 

Kellogg’s 



Honey Smacks is a good 
source of vitamin D but con- 
tains more sugar than one 
serving of Hostess Twinkies! 
Look below to see how much 
sugar is in some popular chil- 
dren’s cereals. 

Looking at this table, you 
can see that Kellogg’s Hon- 
ey Smacks and Post Golden 
Crisp are both half sugar (by 
weight). A child eating one 
serving per day of a children’s 
cereal containing the average 
amount of sugar (about 2 l A 
tsp) would consume nearly 
1,000 teaspoons of sugar in a 
year. 

So Why Does it Really 
Matter? 

Excessive sugar intake 
has not been proven to inde- 
pendently cause Type 2 dia- 
betes, but it can contribute to 
excess weight gain, increasing

the risk of the development 
of Type 2 Diabetes. Added 
sugars are also typically bro- 
ken down very quickly by 
your body, which can lead to 
feeling hungry more quickly 
than if you had consumed 
something lower in sugar and 
higher in fiber (fiber helps 
you feel fuller, longer). High 
sugar intake can also lead to 
tooth decay, as well as other 
health-related issues. 

The Dietary Guidelines 
for Americans recommends 
limiting foods with added 
sugars. The sugar contained 
in cereal falls under this cat- 
egory (“added sugars” are in 
processed foods while “natu- 
rally occurring sugars” are in 
whole foods, like fruits). 


What You Can Do 

Not everyone has the time 
or wants to make the time to 
prepare a home-made break- 
fast every morning. Cereal 
is convenient. Luckily, there 
are healthier cereals that are 
lower in sugar and are still 
kid- friendly. Kellogg’s Mini- 
Wheats and Frosted Mini 
Wheats, General Mills Chee- 
rios (original) and Kix (origi- 
nal) meet nutrition guidelines. 
Other cereals that you can try 
with your kids or for yourself 
that are lower in sugar are 
Post Grape-Nuts Flakes, Post 
Honey Bunches of Oats with 
Vanilla Bunches, Post Bran 
Flakes and Quaker Oats Oat- 
meal Squares Cinnamon. For 
a lower cost alternative, try 



the generic brand! To select 
healthier alternatives, look for 
cereals that are higher in fiber, 
have a shorter ingredients list, 
and have less added sugars 
(which would include honey, 
molasses, sucrose, lactose, 
high-fructose com symp, 
etc.). You could also boil 
eggs ahead of time for boiled 
eggs and toast for breakfast 
in the morning, for a quick, 
healthy alternative to cereal.

Native American Awareness 
week observed in Mauston

On May 13, 2014, students 
of the Mauston school dis- 
trict were treated to a cultural 
exchange they won’t soon 
forget. The district’s Native 
American Awareness week 
featured a powwow dance 
exhibition from the Cleveland 
family along Sanford and 
Marlene Decorah, La Von and 
Angelina Teller, and Forrest 
Martin. 

The day was full of stops 
at the high school and middle 
school in the morning, and 
the elementary schools in the 
afternoon.

Center began with a dream of 
creating a safe, non-threat- 
ening, nurturing place where 
people could come to heal 
from their own personal is- 
sues in a meaningful way. On 
this road of life that we travel 
we all have personal issues 
that we struggle with on a 
daily basis whether they are 
attacks on our personal char- 
acter or our physical being; 
this affects us throughout our 
life time. I have struggled 
with personal issues which 
needed to be addressed by 
finding a peaceful means of 
addressing these issues and 
become a bit healthier. I 
asked MAUNA to help me on 
my journey on this road of life 
and I asked by saying these 
three simple words: “GOD 
HELP ME! ” and he answered 
by giving me the tools to help 
me. I have been here on this 
road of life for a while and I 
see young people struggling 
with their own personal issues 
by the way they express them- 
selves. We may be struggling 
with physical, verbal, emo- 
tional and sexual abuse and 
may have not found a way to 
heal with these struggles. As 
Native People we have rich 
spiritual and cultural means 
to help ourselves to recover 
from our atrocities. 

As this journey began 
many years ago to the cre- 
ating of a safe, nurturing 
and non-threatening place 
and along came my relatives 
with the same vision. As I 


make reference to relatives I 
say that we are all children 
of MAUNA (GOD). As we 
gathered together to talk 
about creating this “SPECIAL 
PLACE ” others shared the 
reasons why they wanted to 
create such a special place. 
Each person that started on 
this journey had a family 
member that they were deep- 
ly concerned about or lost 
a family member tragically 
through use of a substance 
whether it is alcohol, drugs 
or some other addiction. As 
our Hocak and other relatives 
from any of the four directions 
gathered, one of our dear 
relative stated “that he envi- 
sioned a village being built ” 
The length of time that it 
has taken to get this far in 
creating the village concept 
may be because the Almighty 
Mauna wants us to cover 
every facet the help people 
who desire to recover from 
their own personal trauma. I 
thought of a young man who 
died tragically some years 
ago who lived a life of phys- 
ical violence and trauma; I 
had the honor of seeing this 
young man who possessed a 
loving, caring, nurturing soul 
with a teddy bear heart. I 
wondered at that time whether 
there could have been a place 
for this young man to heal his 
own personal issues. I didn } t 
realize that today, he is one 
of the reasons that I continue 
on this journey to create a 
safe place for relatives from 
the four directions to recover 
from their own personal is- 
sues. 


I have shared tears with 
relatives when they have lost 
a loved ones and I could feel 
the pain within their heart as 
I held them. I am very pas- 
sionate about this project and 
I believe we have the financial 
means to get this completed. 
We have stumbling blocks that 
come on the roadway and we 
keep getting over the barriers 
that are put before us then 
another one appears. The 
Village Concept that is being 
sought will include the arts, 
music, agricultural, teach- 
ing tools, trades, cultural 
enrichment and co-operative 
within a community setting 
and section for giving back 
to the community village. I 
ask GOD through prayer on 
a continual basis to help us 
in this endeavor and he sends 
his messengers. I have writ- 
ten myself this message and I 
want to share with you. “This 
is the goal that I have set for 
myself. I will be driven by 
my heart and soul. There will 
be those who do not believe, 
it can be done. I will work 
hard to prove them wrong. It 
will not be easy and I am sure 
there will be times, I will want 
to quit. I will talk to GOD 
and tell HIM my frustrations 
and ask for HIS guiding hand. 
The journey may be long and 
yet I know that in my heart 
this matters greatly to those 
I serve. I will hang in there 
with every fiber that I can 
muster. At the end when I

But Tatanka Means wasn’t satisfied with being on 
a movie set. He wanted a new adventure and a new 
challenge. 

He performed his own brand of comedy before 
an audience on May 23 at the Ho-Chunk Gaming - 
Black River Falls Bingo Hall as part of the Memori- 
al Day weekend entertainment. 

Tatanka grew up on the Navajo Nation reservation 
in Chinle, Arizona, and now resides in Albuquerque, 
New Mexico. 

“I started acting in 2005,” Tatanka said. “First I 
did stunts - 1 was a stunt man. Then I auditioned 
for a Stephen Spielberg six-part miniseries on TNT 
called ‘Into the West.’ I ended up getting cast as 
Crazy Horse. That kind of just snowballed from 
there. It was a great first role.” 

Getting started in acting can often be difficult, but 
knowing someone already in the business can cer- 
tainly help. Tatanka is the son of actor and activist 
Russell Means. 


“My dad was an actor and so I shied away from

his talents 

the acting business because I wanted to be my own 
person,” Tatanka said. “When I graduated high 
school, my original intent was to be an auto me- 
chanic. I was going to school and I was broke, and 
I needed money, so that’s how I got into stunt work. 
My dad was filming a movie, and on the movie, he 
needed a stunt double and the person I was dou- 
bling, we had similar physical attributes. So I got 
on the show and worked a whole month and made a 
few dollars.” 

As a stunt man, he performed fighting combat 
stunts because he grew up boxing and the movie 
was about a boxer. He also performed as a bareback 
horse rider. 

“Some people don’t consider that a stunt, but 
when you’re on a horse going at 45 miles an hour, 
bareback, it’s a stunt,” he said. 

That start in acting developed into other roles un- 
til he met up with Ernie Tsosie and James Junes in 
2008. 

“James was doing comedy with his partner Ernie, 
and so I knew of James and Ernie and I had seen 
them everywhere. They inspired me to try it,” he 
said. 

Tatanka saw them at a conference where he was 
speaking and he approached the comedians after 
their show. He questioned them, asking a lot of 
questions about developing material. He was really 
interested in how to perform comedy. 

“It was just something that blew my mind, like 
‘how do you get up there and entertain people for an 
hour?”’ Tatanka said. “Then they invited me to open 
up for them about two weeks after that.” 

Now, Tatanka performs his comedy routine be- 
tween all the other activities going on in his life. 

But one thing he has learned from his experience of 
being on stage is that performing doesn’t always go 
the way the comedian would expect. 

“In comedy, it’s not ‘if’ you’re going to bomb, it’s 
‘when’ you’re going to bomb. Even today, as nation- 
al touring comedians, every now and then we hit the 
wall. It’s a constant learning process. You know, on 
the job training,” he said. 

“Silence. That’s more painful than being heck- 
led,” Tatanka said. “But sometimes it’s not our fault 
because we may be at a conference with a heavy 
subject, like they’re talking about suicide, or they 
were discussing a subject that has brought down the 
mood. It takes a while - it’s not like a totally bomb 
- it may take five or ten minutes to knock it down. 
And then you start breaking down those barriers.” 


As a comedian, he sometimes appears on stage 
with other comedians, or sometimes he offers a 
performance all alone. He’s a member of a comedy 
group called “49 Laughs” and often they travel to- 
gether. 

“We created a group called 49 Laughs in 2009,” 
he said. “It’s four guys and one female and we just 
have a killer two hour show.” 

What is the most rewarding part of comedy? 

“Laughs,” he said. “It feels like a drug because 
you’re feeding off their energy. You’re still flying so 
high after the show. It’s like a rock concert for us.” 

Painful or not, he enjoys what he’s doing. 

“I might be addicted to pain, I don’t know,” he 
said. 

But the difference between the members of “49 
Laughs” and other native comedians is that they 
have a message. 

“We talk about our past - and we can laugh about 
our past - whatever it may be about alcohol or 
drugs - but giving that message that you can live a 
clean life, too. You can live a sober lifestyle. You 
can move on and live a balanced life without having 
those negative addictions,” he said. 

“And we try to keep it all ages because we want to 
perform for everyone. Everyone deserves to laugh, 
from the youth all the way up to the elders,” Tatan- 
ka said. “We don’t want to be so vulgar that elders 
don’t want to come, or they don’t want to bring 
kids.” 

His comedy is mostly observational, things that 
he’s experienced or observed. Everything he men- 
tions is from real life. People can usually relate to 
the subjects he talks about. 

And even though he’s now a professional comedi- 
an, he still does some acting. 

“I did five episodes of ‘Banshee’ on Cinemax 
which just came out in Season Two. I got a new 
movie coming out, ‘A Million Ways to Die in the 
West’ with Seth McFarland,” he said. “’’Tiger Eyes’ 
is a good movie, a family movie for everyone to 
watch on Netflix. It was with Judy Blume off of one 
of her books she wrote in the 80s. It is one of my 
first leading roles.” 

A person may wonder how he is able to do so 
much, as an actor, comedian and family man. 

“You have to be hungry. You have to stay hungry,” 
he said. “And I have a two-year-old girl, too.” 

He married his high school sweetheart five years 
ago, having been with her 13 years. 
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Comedian James Junes thrives 
on energy from the crowd

Comedian James Junes 
admits that he has a split per- 
sonality. 

He has the normal, every- 
day personality. And then he 
has another - one that comes 
alive on stage. 

“Sometimes I feel the en- 
ergy rise. I turn into another 
person,” James said. “So the 
way I’m talking now is totally 
different because I have this 
different side. There’s this 
other person who lives in- 
side of me. It’s like that light 
switch on the wall. When we 
came in, it was off, but when 
it’s time for business, you flip 
them on.” 

James was one of the come- 
dians to perform on May 23 
at the Ho-Chunk Gaming - 
Black River Falls Bingo Hall 
as part of the Memorial Day 
weekend entertainment. 

“And when it’s time for the 
stage, those lights - they pop 
on and this other person - the 
James you’re talking to now - 
he kind of goes and sits at the 
side of the stage and this other 
James emerges. 

“And he delivers - 1 have 
no idea - don’t ask me where 
I’m going to start, don’t ask 
me where I’m going to end 
- it’s just going to go. And 
that’s just the natural ability 
of improvisation - some- 
thing I’ve formed through the 
years,” he said. 

James is from Farmington, 
New Mexico, and was bom 
is Shiprock, New Mexico, 
which is near Farmington. He 
and Ernie Tsosie previously 
performed in Black River 
Falls in 2005 for a youth con- 
ference. 

His life has turned out much 
differently than he ever ex- 
pected. 

“I never thought about 
standup comedy. If you were 
to ask me back then, back 
when I was in high school, 
my top 1,000 careers, standup 
comedy wouldn’t have even 
made the list,” he said. 

He graduated in the late 
1980s but, at the time, to be- 
come a comedian as a career 
was rather far-fetched because 
he never really saw anyone 
push that barrier at that time, 
he said. Maybe some people 
performed comedy in the 
area, but none that would 
have done it as a fulltime job. 

“People always said, 

4 You’re funny. You ought 
to do something with that,” 
James said. “But I always 
thought, 4 Ah, that’s just a 
bunch of friends saying that.’” 

But he did have some com- 
edy heroes like Eddie Murphy 
and Darrel Hughley. The first 
time he saw standup comedy 
was “Eddie Murphy Deliri- 
ous.” He wasn’t supposed to 
be watching it because he was 
a seventh grader. 

“My aunt was going to 
college in Durango. She 
brought back the film and I 
snuck behind the couch and 
I watched it, he said. 44 And I 
was laughing. I caught onto 
everything.” 

So, the past 13 years he’s 


been doing comedy. It’s 
evolved from doing home- 
grown type stuff to evolving 
into mainstream native com- 
edy. And to see his earlier 
years, you wouldn’t think that 
he was funny. 

“There’s a lot of crash-and- 
burns. There’s a lot of painful 
stuff you have to go through,” 
James said. 

44 Your comedy is your baby. 
And when people don’t laugh 
at that, you take it really per- 
sonal. Sometimes it can be 
damaging when people don’t 
laugh at it. And then you 
really start to second guess 
yourself, like 4 Am I really cut 
out to do this job?’ 

“So, to say comedy was on 
my list of things to do - no, 
it wasn’t. It’s something I 
believe the Creator uses as 
medicine to the people be- 
cause laughter is medicine. 

It’s from tradition - way back 
when people used to tell fun- 
ny stories. As stoic as natives 
are, we had our funny stories. 
At ceremonies, there were 
always funny moments that 
people laughed at, they al- 
ways had a joke,” he said. 

Now, native humor is com- 
ing out more and more. 

In the comedy business, a 
person has to stay hungry. A 
comedian can’t just accept 
that he or she has gone as far 
as possible, he said. There’s 
always another level. 

“So, I take on this view 
of comedy as the vehicle of 
being sober and drug free. 
There’s so many avenues that 
I want to go down, but my 
main message is to stay posi- 
tive in life,” James said. 

“I’ve been sober for 18 
years. It wasn’t just handed 
to me. Everything I ever did 
I had to work for. It always 
feels like I’m always telling 
the story of the American 
Tragedy,” he said. “My dad 
was killed in a head-on car 
collision when I was 6 months 
old, just out of the Vietnam 
War, so I never really had a 
dad while growing up.” 

So there’s always some 
pain that comedians always 
have, something from which 
they ‘rise out of the ashes,’ he 
said. They want to be better 
for their spouses and kids. He 
wants his children to have a 
better life than what he did. 

He believes the Creator bless- 
ed him with standup comedy 
to make that possible. 

He said that his first per- 
formance went really well, 
despite the fact it was right 
after 9-11. 

“9- 1 1 had just happened 
that Tuesday and I was going 
to be on stage that Thursday 
in Albuquerque. You could 
just feel the somber mood of 
all clear across the nation. 
Everybody was talking about 
it. Every word out of people’s 
mouths was ‘Man, can you 
believe what happened?”’ he 
said. 

He was ready for his 
45 -minute performance, had 
notes and everything. 

After his performance, he 
felt like he was floating. 

“I felt like I had nailed it,” 


he said. “I remember the em- 
cee going back stage and said 
4 A star is born.’” 

And it still didn’t dawn on 
him - it still didn’t sink in, 
but he asked himself, “Is this 
really real? Am I really going 
in that direction?” 

But his successes kept 
growing. 

“It was like unfolding a 
towel, once you do one con- 
ference, some else wants 
to hire you, so you keep on 
unfolding this thing until all 
of a sudden you’re doing con- 
ferences in Albuquerque and 
then Phoenix, and then Ore- 
gon. And you’re traveling and 
you say, ‘Holy cow. Really? 
Really? This is really happen- 
ing?’ 

“Until, ‘Bam!’ You hit the 
wall. One show - minute one 
your set goes ‘Boom.’ How 
do you recover from that? I 
think it just takes a strong will 
to say ‘that’s not me. That’s 
just the nature of the beast,”’ 
he said. 

What he sees is funny and 
sometimes what he doesn’t 
see as funny is very funny to 
the crowd. Totally different 
than home - just kicking back 
and cracking jokes at the din- 
ner table, because now he’s 
out of his comfort zone. 

“We’re not on the Navajo 
Nation, not on the Ho-Chunk 
Nation. So, it’s a learning ex- 
perience,” he said. 

He uses a universal type 
of humor, rather than strictly 
native humor. That’s because 
sometimes there’s only a 
handful of natives and some- 
times there’s only a handful of 


non-natives. 

“So, it’s like a shotgun 
shell because there’s all these 
pellets and you try to hit 
everyone,” he said. “Some- 
times there’s kids, sometimes 
elders, there’s teenagers and 
there’s people who are my age 
and so you have to hit every 
one of them with a shotgun 
shell - the one shotgun shell 
- that’s you. Then you have 
to have a bit for this and a bit 
for that.” 

James is not worried about 
achieving goals or planning 
his future. 

“I’m going to go as far as 
I can take it. Whether that’s 


mainstream, studios, the main 
strip, doing more casinos, - 
that’s up to the Creator. I’ve 
got to stay focused on what 
is going on today. Sometimes 
we get ahead of ourselves - 
that’s what my goals is, rather 
than taking care of today,” he 
said. “Tomorrows will take 
care of themselves.” 

James also dabbles in the 
film industry, having appeared 
as an actor in “Drunktowns 
Finest,” which appeared at 
the 2014 Sundance Film Fes- 
tival. He also was the Navajo 
voice-over for Hans Solo in 
“Star Wars Episode 4, A New 
Hope.”

Reyes and Tack acknowl- 
edged all the students for their 
success during the school year 
and introduced Eunice Mal- 
lory.

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Ho-Chunk Nation’s Transportation Department 
conducts study for future transit service

In an effort to provide 
transportation and reduce the 
impact on the environment, 
the Ho-Chunk Nation (HCN) 
Department of Transportation 
is taking steps towards devel- 
oping a transit service. 

A grant from the Depart- 
ment of Administration mak- 
ing this project possible, has 
been secured to study the 
possibility of creating a transit 
system to serve tribal mem- 
bers, HCN employees, and 
the general public in central 
Wisconsin. 

The kick-off meeting for 


starting transit system plans 
took place on May 30, 2014. 

The goals of the transit 
study combined reveal how 
such a system will be benefi- 
cial for both community and 
environment. The list of study 
goals submitted by Heather 
Rebedew, HCN Transporta- 
tion Department includes: 

1 .To provide information 
to the Ho-Chunk Nation for 
creative and realistic ways to 
reduce the impact on Mother 
Earth, (as stated in the HCN 
Constitution) 

2. To determine barriers and 
to eventually breakdown the 
barriers. 


3. The future goals, if a tran- 
sit system is established, pro- 
vide transportation to reduce 
dependencies and provide 
additional means to advance 
the general welfare of com- 
munities. 

June 9, 2014 marked the 
transportation department’s 
gathering information and ad- 
ditional comments for analy- 
sis. December 10 of this year, 
will mark the finalization of 
documents and a feasibility 
plan. 

The first step towards cre- 
ating a transit system and 
realizing its feasibility is by 
conducting a survey. Potential 


transit system users may ac- 
cess the survey online; https:// 
www.surveymonkey.com/ s/ 
GNNKDV2 or click on the 
HCN website; go through 
the link posted within the an- 
nouncements. 

Surveys (hard copies) are 
available at the front desk 
of the Tribal office Building 
in Black River Falls and are 
available at all HCN branch 
offices. Other HCN sites 
distributing surveys include 
C-Stores and Head Start, HC 
gaming (casinos) located in 
Madison, Wittenberg, Nekoo- 
sa, Wisconsin Dells, Tomah 
and Black River Falls. Sur- 


veys must be returned to these 
locations by Wednesday, July 
16,2014. 

Survey information will be 
shared with the Office of the 
President and the Ho-Chunk 
Legislature in October and 
November. Concluding the 
study, a summary of findings 
will be available.

A consultant team lead by MSA Profes- 
sional Services has been retained by the 
Nation to evaluate the feasibility of a public 
transportation service that would serve Ho- 
Chunk Nation members and employees, and 
other residents in our communities.

Native American 
Wrestling Tournament 
looks to grow its 
national reach 


The commissioners of the 
2014 Lori Piestewa National 
Native American Games are 
preparing for a fifth successful 
year of the annual wrestling 
event.

As 
the event continues to grow, 
the organizers hope to attract 
Native grapplers from all over 
the country in order to show- 
case Native American athletes 
and showcase opportunities 
beyond high school for wres- 
tlers who are either near or 
recently graduated. 

The wrestling event will 
be held July 11-12, 2014, at 
Raddison Fort McDowell 
Resort, located 10438 N. Fort 
McDowell Rd, Scottsdale, 


AZ 85264. Wrestling will 
be contested in Freestyle, 
Greco-Roman, and Folkstyle. 
Entry into all three styles will 
be covered by a single entry 
fee of $25 . 

The Lori Piestewa Games, 
organized by the staff of Ar- 
izona’s Grand Canyon State 
Games and dedicated vol- 
unteers from various tribal 
areas and venues around the 
state, aims to bring together 
Native American people from 
all over the United States to 
celebrate life, culture and har- 
mony through sport.

GAL and lay advocate training 
to be held this summer 

The Ho-Chunk Nation Trial Court will hold training sessions for the certification 
of Guardians ad Litem and lay advocates this summer. A Guardian ad Litem (often 
known as a “GAL”) is a trained individual appointed by the Court in cases involv- 
ing juveniles and vulnerable adults. A GAL serves as the Court’s “eyes and ears,” 
determining the best interests of an individual by conducting interviews, investiga- 
tions and home visits. Court appointed GALs are compensated for their time and 
expenses. GAL training is currently scheduled for June 30 through July 2. 

A lay advocate serves a role similar to an attorney; once training is complete, a 
lay advocate may represent individuals in any matter before Ho-Chunk Nation Tri- 
al and Supreme Courts, including but not limited to juvenile matters, employment 
disputes, and election appeals. Lay advocate training will take place on July 31, 
August 1, August 4, and August 5. 

As the Court expands, new GALs and lay advocates will be in high demand, 
so organized and motivated individuals are encouraged to attend the training 
or contact the Court’s staff for more information. There is no charge to attend. 

Each day’s training will take place for a full day with a break for lunch. It is not 
necessary to pre-register for these trainings, but you may contact the Court’s staff 
attorneys at 1-715-284-2722 for more information.

Kyla Rave is a perfectionist. 

So much so, she won’t turn in an 
assignment unless she knows it’s as 
perfect as it can be. 

“In school, it should be perfect,” she 
said. “If it’s not perfect, I won’t turn 
it in.” 

Maybe that’s one of the reasons she 
was recently accepted into the Na- 
tional Honor Society for her studies at 
Black River Falls High School, where 
she a sophomore. 

Kyla is the daughter of Jeriah Rave 
and step-mother Erin Pettibone, Black 
River Falls. 

On March 18, a ceremony was held 
in the Lunda Theater to honor the 21 
students who were inducted into the 
National Honor Society. 

She presently has a 3.9 
grade-point- average, but it’s not only 
her grades that got her noticed. Kyla 
also is a star athlete on the varsity 
track and field and cross-country run- 
ning teams. 

She earned the All Conference 
Award for track last year and she also 
earned it this year for both track and 
cross-country. 

But beyond sports, she’s on the Ho- 
Chunk Youth Council and a member 


of the GM97 Crew. 

The GM97 Crew records the morn- 
ing announcements of the school and 
displays them every school morning 
for students, teachers and staff to see. 

“It’s really comical,” she said. “For 
instance, once I gave the announce- 
ments while on someone else’s back.” 

Some of the antics of the crew is so 
overboard, they haven’t shown them 
to the students, teachers or staff, but 
they did assemble them into a “bloop- 
ers” compilation for viewing on a pe- 
riodic basis. 

With all her studies and involvement 
with extracurricular activities, she ex- 
ceeds all expectations. 

“It’s been pretty easy so far,” Kyla 
said. 

By becoming inducted in the 
National Honor Society, Kyla has 
achieve a prestigious distinction. Only 
the top students are given the opportu- 
nity, she said. 

In February, teachers sent out letters 
to those students who may be eligible.

“But many of my friends think I 
should become a news anchor,” she 
said, referring to her abilities of giving 
the morning announcements as part of 
the GM97 Crew. 

“I have had Kyla in the classroom 
as well as in National Honor Society,” 
said BRF High School English teacher 
Justice Broker. 

“In both she demonstrates diligence, 
hard work and dedication. Recently, 
while doing our spring highway clean 
up, Kyla and another student would 
not stop working until I told them to 
quit. They were determined to get

Ho-Chunk youth raise their sticks 
and enthusiasm for lacrosse

When Aspen Lonetree and 
Kailex Stonefish Martin hit 
the field, they aren’t looking 
for a baseball or football to 
come their way. 

Instead, they hope to catch 
a lacrosse ball and place it 
firmly in the goal, despite the 
goalie’s best efforts to stop 
them. 

The friends are teammates 
of the Baraboo lacrosse team, 
known as the Baraboo Area 
Lacrosse Association, or 
BALA for short. It is the first 
year for the team. 

They are joining a growing 
number of Native Americans 
who have rediscovered the 
sport of lacrosse. 

Aspen, a freshman at Wis- 
consin Dells High School, 
said that he is inspired by the 
Native American brothers 
Miles and Lyle Thompson, the 
Albany stars who each broke 
the Division I lacrosse record 
for most points in a season, 
who recently were co-winners 


of the Tewaaraton Award. 

Another big influence of 
their interest in lacrosse is the 
movie Broken Arrows. 

“It’s a perfect choice for 
Native Americans,” Aspen 
said. “And this place is a 
beautiful backdrop, with 
the river passing by. Native 
Americans could possibly 
have played lacrosse in this 
exact spot generations ago.” 

The BALA team is the only 
one to be a totally indepen- 
dent formation. Other teams 
are part of schools’ athletic 
programs, therefore have 
better funding. The BALA 
players come from Baraboo, 
Wisconsin Dells and Portage 
areas. 

Also, the BALA team is 
comprised of mostly younger 
players - freshmen and soph- 
omores - who are playing 
against teams with more ju- 
niors and seniors, so the com- 
petition is very strong. The 
BALA team has 16 players, of 
which 10 are freshmen. 

Lacrosse is played similar 


to ice hockey, but instead 
of pushing a puck along the 
surface, player instead throw 
a ball to each other and catch 
them in sticks with nets af- 
fixed to the ends. But the end 
game is the same: to get a 
goal by throwing the ball into 
the net, which is guarded by a 
goalie. 

“It takes agility, speed, and 
stamina to be able to run for 
long periods of time,” Kailex 
said. “On hot days, it’s easy 
to get pooped out. A couple 
games ago, one of our players 
passed out.” 

It’s a springtime sport, with 
the season starting in April, 
and prospective players and 
coaches getting together 
to begin practice. In about 
a week, the games started. 
Since that time, they have 
played 16 games with teams 
from Madison, Holmen, Sauk 
Prairie, Oregon, Deforest and 
Stoughton. 

“The game can get rather 
rough at times. People get 
body- slammed all the time 
and even hit with the sticks,” 
Aspen said. “But it is a pen- 
alty if you hit someone with a 
stick above the waist, which is 
called ‘slashing.’” 

Aspen puts in his time and 
effort,” said Aspen’s father, 
Boyd Lonetree. “He practices 
in the yard and ties up his net 
on his stick. It seems like ev- 
erywhere he goes, he has his 
lacrosse stick with him. He 
has taught us a lot about the 
sport.” 

He and his girlfriend, Tonie 
Lewis, have attended all of his 
games. 

His interest in the game is 
so strong, Aspen plans to at- 
tend a lacrosse camp in Arizo- 
na this summer. 

BALA is supported by do- 
nations, fees and fundraisers. 

“We’re hoping other Ho- 
Chunk youth will become 


inspired and encouraged to 
play,” Boyd said. “There’s 
not a lot of information out 
there. If I didn’t work with the 
father of one of the players, I 
wouldn’t have known about 
this team.” 

And because the BALA 
is comprised of dedicated 
parents and their children, 
the usually granted aspects 
of game play come into view 
and could become an obsta- 


cle, such as transportation. 
For that need, often the adults 
will provide transportation 
with their personal vehicles 
and make use of carpooling. 

“We’re hoping the word 
will get out about our team 
and youth will want to come 
join the team,” Boyd said. 

“It’s fun,” Kailex said. “It’s 
a fun sport.”
